Traffic problem s occupied m uch of 
th e borough council’s tim e M onday 
evening a t the regular November 
session a t which little business of 
special im portance was tran sacted 
N ear the close of th e session Burgess 
C A, Helges announced to each d e­ 
p artm en t head th e am ount of his 
budgeted allowance rem aining for 
use until the end of the year. 
Councilm an Clyde D. B erger m ade 
a report on the progress being m ade 
by his ‘‘cam paign of edu catio n '1 on 
parking m eters but he said he would 
n o t bring the m atter before council 
for action until a full m em bership 
w as on hand 
One councilm an was 
absent 
M onday 
evening. 
L ater 
P resident R M Hoffm an told Berger 
he believed ‘nearly all” of the coun­ 
cilm en do not w ant the parking 
m eter issue revived now and th a t if 
pressed for decisive action now would 
vote unfavorably on the m eters. 
In his report C ouncilm an Berger 
told m em bers of the borough body 
th a t in his canvass of m erch an ts 
he has found a m ajority of those 
visited are in favor and th a t m ost 
of those opposed took th a t position 
because 
they 
believed 
th eir 
farm 
custom ers would not like the m eters. 
T w enty-three businessm en expressed 
approval and 25 were neutral to the 
m eter plan, the local survey showed.

During E c l i p s e 


M 
ANY eyes scanned th e eastern 
horizon shortly afte r sundown 
M onday evening for a glance at 
the m oon—not tor the usual ro­ 
m antic reason—but to 
view' 
the 
final lunar eclipse for 1938, 
And at the sam e tim e, th e “moon 
dwellers” found the e a rth a defi­ 
nitely gloomy picture for an hour 
and thirty-tw o m inutes d u rin g the 
eclipse. 
From 4:45 to 6 07 p. 
rn. the 
earth 's shadow' engulfed th e moon 
and ail on it 
The sun. 
whose 
light 
w'as 
responsible 
for 
the 
shadow', set a t 5 o’clock au d left 
the moon in darkness. 
At exactly 5:25 p. rn. th e moon 
was full, which it alw ays is d u r­ 
ing a 
lunar 
eclipse. 
A lthough 
com pletely shadow bound, 
it still 
was visible because of th e refrac­ 
tion of its rays in the atm osphere 
around the earth. 
T he rays were 
bent in the refraction process and 
left the shadow at an angle which

The moon and the sun move on 
different planes about the earth, 
although their paths cross .several 
times a year. 
When a situation 
arises where the moon is full and 
their planes cross, with one on a 
180-degree line from the other, a 
lunar eclipse occurs. 
This hap­ 
pens about twice a year, the last 
occurring on May 14 
Because the speed of the sun is 
greater than that of the moon. Hie 
latter is left behind by the faster- 
moving shadow of the sun shilling 
on the other side of the earth. In 
ether words, one hour and thirty- 
two minutes after the moon was 
engulfed in the shadow, the sun s 
.superior speed caused the shadow 
to outdistance the moon, the latter 
emerging from the darkness. 
Many amateur photographers in 
Gettysburg attempted to take pic­ 
tures of the eclipse. 
They were 
hindered somewhat by c-louds that 
obscured the moon at intervals.
